Petitioners have shown that non-signing inventors Dykiel and 
Lagueux cannot be found, while joint inventor Duthie has refused 
to sign the declaration after being presented with the 
application papers. Specifically, the affidavits of V. Lynn Webb 
filed with the present renewed petition, and the original 
petition, establish that attempts were made to locate non-singing 
Dykiel and Lagueux inventors by mail, however the application 
papers sent to the inventors were returned as undeliverable and 
refused, respectively. Additionally, joint inventor Duthie 
failed to sign and return the declaration after being mailed a 
copy of the application papers and contacted by telephone and 
email. Previous communications by email additionally show- that 
Dykiel and Lagueux indicated an unwillingness to sign the 
declaration.
